.Todd  severely  burnt  by  the  explosion  of  a car 
tridge.

One  shot 
thrsugh  the  foremast,  and  die  bowsprit  slight- 
ly injured.  Our  hull  received  little  or  no  da- 
mage. 

At  the  time  ! brought  the  Peacock  to  action, 
the  Espiegle,  (the  brig  mentioned  a»  being  at 
an  anchor)  mounting  sixteen  two  and  thirty 
pound  carronades,  and  two  long  nines,  lav  a- 
fc  jut  six  miles  in  shore  of  me,  and  could  plain- 
ly see  the  whole  of  the  action.  Apprehensive 
she  would  beat  out  to  the  assistance  of  her  con- 
sort, such  exertions  were  used  by  my  officers 
and  crew,  in  repairing  damage,  &c.  that  by  9 
o’clock  our  boats  were  stowed,  a new  set  of 
sails  bent,  and  the  ship  completely  ready  for 
action.  A t two  A.M  got  underway,  and  stood 
by  the  wind  td  tlie  northward  &.  westward  un- 
der easy  sail.  On  mustering  next  morning, 
found  we  had  two  bundled  and  seventy-seven 
souls  on  board,  (including  tlie  crew  of  the  A- 
merican  brig  H inter  of  Portland,  taken  a few 
days  before  by  the  Peacock)  and,  as  we  had 
been  on  two-thirds  allowance  of  provisions  for 
Sonic  time,  and  had  hut  3,400  gallons  of  water 
on  hoard,  I reduced  the  allowance  to  three  pints 
a man,  and  determined  to  make  the  best  of  my 
wav  to  the  United  S(ates. 

The  Peacok  w as  deservedly  styled  one  of 
the  finest  vessels  of  her  class  in  the  British  na- 
vy. 1 should  judge  her  to  be  about  the  ton- 
nage of  the  Hornet.  Her  beam  was  greater  by 
five  incites,  but  her  extreme  length  not  so  great 
by  four  feet  She  mounted  16  four  and  twen- 
ty pounds  caronadcs,  two  long  nines,  one  twelve 
pound  carmude  on  her  top-gallant  forecastle  as 
a shifting  gun,  and  one  four  or  six  pounder,  and 
tw'o  swivels  mounted.  I find  by  her  quarter 
bill  that  her  crew  consisted  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-four  men,  four  of  w hom  were  absent  in 
1 prize. 

The  cool  and  determined  conduct  of  my  of 
ficers  and  erew  during  the  action,  and  their  al 
moat  unexampled  exertions  afterwards,  entitle 
diem  lo  iny  warmest  acknowledgements,  and  I 
beg  leave  most  earnestly  to  recommend  them 
to  the  notice  of  government. 

By  the  indisposition  ol  Lieut.  Stewart,  I was 
deprived  of  the  sevvices  of  an  excellent  officer 
—tad  he  been  able  to  stand  the  deck,  I am

More  than  five  years  ago,  Charles  Vass, 
the  son  of  Mr.  Ambrose  Vass,  a flour 
merchant  of  Alexandria,  sailed  from  that 
port  for  Europe  or  the  West- Indies  ; he 
was  impressed  and  dragged  on  board  of  a 
British  ship  of  war,  denied  pen,  ink  and 
paper,  or  the  opportunity  of  commnica- 
ting  with  anyone  who  could  give  infor- 
mation to  his  friends  of  his  impressment 
and  slavery.

During  the  last  sum- 
mer he  arrived  at  some  port  in  England, 
obtained  a furlough  from  the  commander 
for  twenty  days,  made  his  way  to  London, 
but  unwilling  to  trust  his  case  to  our 
consul  and  charge  des  affairs,  who  had 
so  olten  been  foiled  by  the  Admiralty  in 
theirefforts  to  release  impressed  seamen, 
he  secreted  himself  on  board  an  Ameri- 
can vessel,  and  arrived  in  the  United 
States  in  July  or  August  last — This  once 
fair  American,  now  blackened  with  the 
scorching  sun  of  the  Indian  Ocean,  on 
reaching  bis  native  town  in  a sailor's  worn 
out  dress,  passed  along  the  streets,  know- 
ing many  but  unknown  to  any.  until  he 
arrived  at  the  corner  of  that  which  led  to 
his  father’s  house,  when  behold,  he  sud- 
denly met  his  venerable  sire,  and  ac- 
costed him  by  the  name  of  Father — The 
old  man,  who  after  three  years  fruitless 
enquiry  through  the  world,  had  given  his 
son  for  lost  and  buried  him,  and  being  pre-
